Olt Illaſtrious , and well-beloved. Being called to the 

Relief of endangered Yrenna, with ſuch Military Forces 

as were call'd in haſt, in how ſhort atraft of time we 

Mailer'd firſt the difficulties of the ways, the diſtances of Place, 
the Baiiks Of the Danow, and then the Ridges of Mountains, and 
rite 4 i-icucts of the Forreſt of Vienna, we make no doubc. bur 
Fane hath Informed you, We only ſhall chooſe ro Repoit to 
your [//uſtriouſneſs, what without Injury to the Chriſtians 1m com- 
D 31, we cannot conceal, Cod being our Leader, and the good 
Fortune of the moſt Serene Princes, Dukes, and Elefors our Com- 
panion, the Chriſtzan Forces, of which the Van was by all commir- 
red to us, yelterday, in the preſenc Fields, obtained an extraordi- 
nary, and never to be forgotten Victory over the Turks and 7 artar;, 
For the Turkiſþ Gran Vifeer, ſwell'd bigg with the entire Force of 
the Eaſt, and of the C7im-Tartars, already ſwallowing in hope, not 
only what ( without Relief ) was within three days of its Fate, 
Vienna ; but with that, even all Chriſtendom ; was notwith(tanding 
in one days Battle and Onſet, entirely Rouced and put co Flight. 
Their Infantry (in the common Style Zantzarzes) as beirg a flower 
Force, and no wayes equal in Flight to cheir Horſe, was left be- 
hind in the Tents, and abandoned to the Diſcretion of the Cor 
queror. The Tents themſelves taking up well nigh ewo Miles 
in length and breadch taken, Their Canon, all their Powder, and 
Amunition, with the Richelt of their Spoils, became the jult Re. 
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ward of the Victors Arms, Vienna freed thus from ſo'thard a | 
Siege, and from ſuch Dangers as had almolt proved Fatal, and 
the Imperial Seat reltored to its own Ceſar. 

Night put a ſtop to compleating the Victory, the Enemy be- 
taking themſelves to a baſe: flight, a Panick Terror Leading the 
way to Paunonta, darkne(s befriended them ; nevertheleſs our Light 
Horſe follows them cloſe at the Heels , and of cheir Straglers, 
Cut in pieces part, and part they take Priſoners, Moreover, we 
our ſelves, to the Honour of Cod, are not wanting to Purſue the 
ſame Victory,nor will welcave, if it ſo pleale the Heavenly Powers 
ro favour us till ſuch time as Winter Quarters ſhall open ro the 
Chriſtians, in the Enemies Country. It therefore, the Power of 
Europe with its experienc'd T roops on every Side prepared for 
War, might contend at any time, to dare any thing worthy the 
Name of Chriſtendom , never could any more ſeaſonable Moments 
of Afﬀairs be poſlibly obtained than the preſent, 

For if after che Noiſe of a Victory lo freſh in Memory, there 
ſhould follow buteven a flender appearance of War by Sea and | 
2nd, itis not to be doubted, but that Greece Crroaning under its' 
Tyranny, and even Conſtantinople it ſelf would ſhake oft the Uſurper, 
and look back to their firſt Originals. The ſame we may believe of 
Epyrus, Macedon, 'Boſma, Bulgaria, Dalmatia, Walachia, Moldavia and 
che re(t of the Uſurpt Kingdoms arid Provinces,as we have no {light 
Indications of the premiſes : Parhaps, that conltant Viciſhtude 
which is ſeen in all Humane Afairs, may even now wait the Turkiſh 
Empire, that as proceeding from ſmall beginnings, 1t hath Increaſ- 
ed ro that Paſs, as it Labours under its own Weight ; ſo Fate 
chavgivg its courſe, and the Wheel of Variable Fortune curving 
round, 1c may Roul Back again to its firlt beginnings, and row thar 
it hath Roſe co a ſufficient Height, ic may Tumble down with the

orcater Fall, But leaving all this ro the S upream Diſpoſer of 
Crowns and Empires, we aicogetner perſwade Our (elves from your 
* Hiluſtriouſneſs that you have that ſenſe of Piety, and a Crenerous 
Inclivation for the Chriſtian Aﬀeairs, as not only to rejayce together 
with us for theſe happy Succeſles, but at ſome time alſo to Store 
chem in commou with us, and that you will let {lip no opportuni- 
ties for the Mutual Advantages of Chriſtendom : For which, as we 
Malciply our moſt Hearty deſires, ſo we wiſh your 1luſtriouſneſs 
che greateſtHealth and Proſperity of Aﬀairs. Given from the Turkiſh
